CIT. TION FOR LUGION OF LURIT 


"Lieut. Col. Harold Lynn “ilson, liedical Corps, U.S. Army, for exceptionally 
meritorious conduct in the verformance of outstanding services as Chief, Surgical 
Service of the llth Evacuation Hospital, semi-mobile, from August 15, 1944 to hay 8, 
1945. Lieut. Col. Vilson contributed immeasurably to the efficient operation of © 
his unit in the care of battle casualties. Untiring in his efforts to constantly im- 
prove the service rendered to the wounded, his usual day vas one of 18 to 20 hours 
of constant activity during active phase of combat. Under his supervision, large 
number of battle casualties received rapid and efficient treatment. Lieut. Col. 
“tilson's services reflect highest credit upon himself and the rmed Forces of the 
United States. He entered military service from Nev York.”

Dix 
ewaiting furtrer orderse 
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Dr. Vilson has just completed a ten day tour of the Army amputation centerse 
The trip included visits to the Percy Jones General Hospitel at Battle Creek, Michi- 
gen, Bushnell General Hospital at Brigham, Utah, the Northrup Aviation Company to 
see research work in artificial appliances at Los Angeles, the McCloskey General 
Hospital at Temple, Texas, the Lawson General Hospital at Stlenta,; Georgia and the 
“alter Reed Hosvital in ashington, D.C. The trip vas accomplished with expedition 
because of use of air transport and he returned to the city after an absence of ten 
days. He states that during the trip he satr a number of ‘men who vere members of the 
staff of the Hospaiteal for Speciel Surgery, -or eraduates of the orthopaedic residen- 
tial training, “Lt. Col. Ernest Myers is‘in charge of the Orthopedic and Amputation 
Services at Bushnell General. He enjoys the country in Uteh and during the winter 
was able to do considerable skiing. He is doing a fine job at the hospital, At 
Bushnell General he 2lso sav Lt. Jerome Levrence who finished his orthopaedic resi- 
dency about « yeer ago.

The other day as the Editor looked up from his desk, he saw a tall, lanky 
soldier standing in the doorway. Peering through bifocal spectacles, he found it 
difficult to recognize this apparent stranger, until a chuckle came from the 
soldier. Sure, your're right! It was G. I. Theodore G. Young, who was on leave 


on a weekend pass from Camp Lee, Vae, where he is finishing his basic training. After ~~. 


finishing his basic, he hopes to be sent to the Adjutant General's school. 


Dr. Beekman has recently received a letter from Capt. Bill Yankiver. 
After admitting he has been e poor correspondent, he writes, "To start right out on 
the story of my experiences in the past 3 months - The 10lst General Hospital ceased 
operating sometime the latter part of May when ve crossed the English channel in a 
transport, changed to LCI's at Le Havre and up the Seine River winding its wey 
through the beautiful countryside. The officers and men vere then deposited at a 
torm called Du Clair from whence ve hiked some 6 miles to a redeployment camp 
called Twenty Grand. These types of camps were named after cigarette brands and we 
found that the namesake of this particular smoke vas as low in esteem as its camp. 
“'g lived in tents which after a week or so, I found to be as good a home as I'd had | 
in England. - Outdoor life agreed with me; I sunned myself, played baseball and volley 
pall. After 3 weeks wre moved to another staging area at Verdun -- across northern 
France in the memorable 40 and 8's. At that area, I did a bit of hitchhiking, 
getting to Luxembourg City, Rheims, Metz, visiting the World ‘arI cemeteries and 
pattlefields. About the third week in June, I was sent out on temporary duty with 
a Provisional Dispensary unit thrown together from the units at Verdun. ‘le vere 
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to provide medical care for Hq. Berlin District. We started out by truck convoy 
and joined the Hq. at. 3ulefeld,.heving gone thru Saarbrucken, Kassel, Frankfurt. 
Then followed a trip by air .to Halle and another to Berlin where ve set up.a dis- 
pensary in the Luftwaffe Building. A few weeks later, I vas loaned to-the U. d.. 
Group Control Council and back to Hochst (near Frankfurt) where I joined-a group 
operating a dispensary. . The latter was set up ino building which served es a 
dispensary for I. G Farben Industrie. It fas complete with an operating room in 
the basement, all sorts of hydrotherapy devices, and gas inhalation machines. 
Living conditions in Hochst were excellent because of the minimum of bomb damages 
About 10: davs ago, I flew back to Berlin and am nov very well set, 2 private office 
of my om inva dispensary treating only officers. I have seen the bombed out heart 
of the city on numerous occasions and as the samé exists throughout many other 
cities, it is taken for granted. On the whole, the outlook as far as the civilian 
is concerned.is' crim. This winter should see enidemics of pneumonia - the people 
look beaten, sallow, undernourished = an unhealthy city to be in as far as I'm 
concerned. ily best regards to all at R. & Ce starting from the front desk and go- 
ing up to the 6th floor Labe.

Court liegsenger, returned 
home from the European Theatre after being over there for three years and seven 
months. He was flown to South Americe from Munich, and from South America to 
Florida, by train to Fort Dix where he has: just recently been. discharged. He 
oarticipated in seven campaigns, sone of which were the battles of liormandys, 
taking of Paris, Munich, end the Rhine Bridge. After a bricf rest, he will return 
to work with the Nev York Central Railroad, ithere he was employed before entering 
the service. 


It looks like con- 
cratulations are in order as our correspondent is now a Commnder. He writes, 
"Your sea-going gynecologist informs you that he is really such. 4£t this moment 
he is sailing up San Francisco Bay aboard a brand nev ship which he has just joined 
in PortlandyOregon where the ship was just delivered from the builders. But back 
to the Gynecology and Obstetrics. After being detached from my last ship I ves 
ashore for 4 months doing nothing but Gyn. and Obs. for Navy dependents and Waves 
et the District Nedical Office at San Francisco and it was a real active practice. 
fin average of 5 medical officers did nothing but this work, The duty ran as 
follows; 4 days at the office doing pre-natal exems and office gyn’then a 24 hour 
stretch at a civilian hospital doing deliveries and such operations as were found 
necessary at the office. Then ae 24 hour period off duty to recuperate. There was 
a terrific amount of work end I thoroly enjoyed myself. At first I felt rusty after 
3 years lapse in my work but was pleased to find only a fer deys were necessary to 
get in the sving. “hen I received my promotion to Commander I was given orders to 
this ship and tho I regretted giving up the Gyn and Obs. when I saw the ship I was 
plenty happy. ‘(Commander, we hope that in this voyage you will be a little more 
fortunate in scaring up some proverbial mermaids who may welcome your experience 
in gynecology and obstetrics.) It is another Troopship, much lerger than my last 
can carry double the number of troops and again as fast. The Sick-Bay is tremend- 
ous and adeguate for a fair sized tom. There are 126 bunks in 10 wards of from 2 
to 38 beds. Also we have 3 strong rooms for disturbed patients. Other compartments 
in the Sick-Bay are quarters for the corpsmen, mess and recreation room, medical 
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store rooms, pharmacy and laboratory, dispensary and sick-call room, diet kitchen, 
ward office for medical attendants, Dentist's office, operating room, scrub room — 
and sterilizing room, X-ray dark room, clerical office, and my office. The equip- 
ment and furniture are superb. In contrast to most of the ships that I have seen 
we have more than adequate space in every compartment and office. 


My stateroom and bath is somewhat separated from the other officers 
though on the same deck but has the advantage of being directly over the Sick-bay 
only 2 decks above it. Because of the length and tonnage of the ship it sails very 
smoothly. Of course during last night I avoke in time to grab the side of my bunk 
or I would have landed on the deck. Just the not so Pacicfic. 


Several days have elapsed since writing the above and in the meantime 
the Sept. lst issue of the R. & CG. arrived. I see that some of the men are being 
released. I have a lot of points but still am some months short of that goal un- 
less the needed number of points for Navy medical officers is cut. As I spend more 
time aboard I find more to like about this ship. ‘We expect to be in San Francisco 
for quite a while getting some finishing touches then we will be off. Would Like 
to get to Hurope but haven't too much hope of that. My best to all the kind R. & C.
